agrees  to  Cairo  peace  conference 


The  conflicting  flurry  of  invitations 
to  planned  meetings  in  Cairo;  Tripoli, 
Libya;  and  Baghdad,  Iraq,  threw  the 
Mideast  into  disarray. 

King  Hussein  of  Jordan,  in  a 
televised  speech  in  Amman,  pleaded 
with  Arabs  to  “reunite  ranks  and 
rebuild  a  unified  position,”  His 
government  revealed  its  own  confusion 
when  it  declared  it  was  ready  to  attend 
both  the  meeting  in  Cairo  and  the 
Tripoli'  counter  meeting. 

The  Tripoli  meeting  is  scheduled  to 
open  Thursday.  A  Baghdad  radio 
broadcast  said  only  that  the  Iraqi  con¬ 


ference  would  be  held  later  this  week. 

Instead,  the  Israeli  leader  called  on 
Israelis  to  stop  “competing”  in  asking 
for  concessions  to  Sadat  in  their  haste 
to  reward  him  for  his  peace  initiatives. 

Begin  said  the  Egyptian  invitation 
to  the  Cairo  meeting,  which  Sadat  said 
could  start  on  Saturday,  and  the 
Israeli  acceptance  were  exchanged 
directly  by  Israeli  and  Egyptian  am¬ 
bassadors  to  the  United  Nations  —  not 
by  U.S.  intermediaries,  as  in  previous 
exchanges. 

So  far,  Israel  is  the  only  party  in  the 


Mideast  dispute  to  accept  Sadat’s  in¬ 
vitation.  Both  Sadat  and  Begin  have 
said  that  Israel  and  Egypt  will  talk 
alone  if  no  one  else  comes. 

In  related  developments: 

—In  Damascus,  Syrian  President 
Hafez  Assad  announced  he  would  per¬ 
sonally  attend  a  conference  of  hard¬ 
line^  Arabs  in  Libya  starting  Thursday 
“to  discuss  ways  and  means  to  foil  the 
results  of  Sadat’s  Israeli  trip.”  He  said 
he  was  prepared  to  end  his  long¬ 
standing  feud  with  neighboring  Iraq  in 
the  name  of  a  united  anti-Sadat  front. 

— Baghdad  Radio  announced  that 


Iraq  had  decided  to  hold  its  own  sum¬ 
mit  conference  later  this  week  and  was 
inviting  Algeria,  Libya,  South  Yemen, 
Syria  and  all  Palestinian  guerrilla 
groups.  The  broadcast  did  not  way 
whether  Iraq  would  attend  the  Tripoli 
talks,  and  it  left  unclear  why  Iraq 
decided  to  hold  its  own  conference. 

— Informed  sources  in  Beirut  said 
Lebanon  will  attend  neither  the  Cairo 
nor  the  Tripoli  conferences  in  an  effort 
to  maintain  its  fragile  neutrality  in  the 
Arab-Israeli  conflict.  There  was  no 
word  from  Jordan. 

— In  Cairo,  acting  Egyptian  Foreign 


Minister  Butros  B.  Ghali  confirmed 
that  an  invitation  had  been  sent  to 
Palestine  Liberation  OrganizatLoii 
leader  Yasir  Arafat  to  select  a  Palesti¬ 
nian  representative  for  the  Cairo 
meeting.  Spokesmen  for  the  PLO  have 
denounced  Sadat’s  peace  initiatives, 
but  Arafat  has  made  no  comment. 

— The  Carter  administration' 
remained  noncommittal  on  Sadat’s  in¬ 
vitation.

Record  trade  deficit 
reached  in  October 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  dock  strike  made  October  the 
nation’s  worst  trade  month  on  record,  as  the  nation  bought 
$3.1  billion  more  in  goods  than  it  sold  abroad,  the  Com¬ 
merce  Department  said  Monday. 

The  trade  deficit  surpassed  the  old  record  of  $2.8  billion 
recorded  last  June.  At  the  current  rate,  the  deficit  for  the 
year  would  be  $27  billion,  nearly  three  times  the  $9.2  billion 
deficit  last  year. 

A  trade  deficit  can  interfere  with  production  and  employ¬ 
ment  at  home,  but  the  administration  says  most  of  this 
year’s  imbalance  is  caused  by  imports  of  Middle  East  oil. 

Government  economists  said  the  October  deficit  and  the 
September  deficit  of  $1.7  billion  were  distorted  by  the  East 
Coast  and  Gulf  Coast  dock  strike,  which  began  Oct.  1. 

“Exports  rose  sharply  in  September  as  shipments  were 
moved  forward  in  anticipation  of  the  strike,”  said  Cour¬ 
tenay  Slater,  Commerce  Department  economist. 


Ms.  Slater  said  this  year’s  deficit  reflects  heavy  U.S. 
dependence  on  imported  oil  and  relatively  weak  foreign  de¬ 
mand  for  U.S.  exports. 

The  administration  says  other  countries  are  unable  to  buy 
U.S.  products  because  they  are  recovering  more  slowly  from 
the  worldwide  recession. 

“The  imbalances  in  the  world  economy  continue  to  he  a 
cause  of  concern,”  Ms.  Slater  said,  “but  the  unusually  large 
trade  deficit  in  October  stems  from  temporary  factors  rather 
than  a  worsening  of  the  underlying  situation.” 

Exports  for  the  month  were  $9.2  billion,  a  15.8  percent 
decline  from  September,  and  the  smallest  amount  since  the 
$9  billion  in  March  1976.  Imports  were  down  2.7  percent,  to 
$12.3  billion. 

Every  category  of  exports  declined  except  soybeans,  air; ) 
craft  and  spacecraft. 

The  largest  declines  in  imports  were  in  iron,  steel, 
beverages  and  tobacco.

evaluated  for  capabilities  of  meeting 
traffic  demands,  Johnson  explained. 

This  method  was  shown  to  be 
reliable,  but  periodic  checks  were 
made  to  compare  computer-projected 
traffic  with  actual  traffic. 

Johnson  said  a  30-year  projection  is 
made  by  forecasting  data  such  as  pop¬ 
ulation,  employment  and  housing,  and 
then  predicting  the  use  a  highway  or 
road  will  receive.  Adjustments  are 
made  as  unforeseen  industries  or  other 
projects  appear,  keeping  the  study 
responsive  to  changes. 

Goals  for  transportation  planning  in¬ 
clude  minimizing  travel  time,  conges¬ 
tion,  parking  deficiencies,  air  and  noise 
pollution,  accidents,  and  pedestrian 
conflicts. 

The  master  plan  for  Utah  County 
“has  incorporated  a  ‘green  belt’  con¬ 
cept  of  open  space  between  built-up  _ 


areas  to  maintain  the  quality  of  life 
desired  by  county  residents,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  study.  UVATS  took  this 
into  consideration  for  planning  ac¬ 
cessibility  to  the  various  areas  within 
the  county,  Johnson  said. 

For  example,  low  access  between 
suburban  commercial  and  open  space 
is  planned,  but  access  between 
residential  and  suburban  commercial 
areas  is  high. 

The  study  includes  projected  needs 
for  mass  transit,  alternative  traffic 
routes,  road  additions  and  improve¬ 
ments  to  reduce  air  pollution,  noise, 
and  traffic  congestion  with  the  least 
disruption  to  the  community. 

UVATS  showed  projected  air  quality 
and  noise  levels  indicate  problems  in 
these  areas  should  be  considerably 
lower  in  1995  than  in  1975.

Creation  of  an  ASBYU  “President’s  Hott 
Line”  and  schedules  for  dorm  visits  were  an¬ 
nounced  Monday  by  the  ASBYU  President’s 
Office.

ASBYU  Pres.  Martin  Reeder' said  the  Hott 
Line,  “will  be  a  time-saver  for  students  and  for 
us  because  questions  can  now  be  asked  and 
answered  in  an  organized  manner.” 

This  year’s  dorm  visits,  scheduled  for  Tues¬ 
day  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Cannon  Center  and  8:30 
p.m.  in  the  Morris  Center,  will  begin  with  short 
comments  from  each  ASBYU  Executive  Coun¬ 
cil  member,  Mabey  said.

Court  'No'  to  AT&T,  'Yes'  to  pilot 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Taking  action  in  some 
200  cases,  the  Supreme  Court  justices  turned  down 
an  appeal  by  the  American  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Co.  aimed  at  getting  the  huge  firm  out 
from  under  a  federal  antitrust  suit. 

The  justices’  action  means  the  government  can 
continue  pressing  its  efforts  to  dismantle  AT&T, 
which  claimed  in  its  appeal  that  it  could  not  be  sued 
for  antitrust  violations  because  it  is  heavily 
regulated  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commis¬ 
sion  and  state  agencies. 

The  government’s  suit  was  filed  in  1974  but  has 
not  yet  gone  to  trial. 

In  another  case,  the  justices,  seven  of  them  over  60 
and  the  two  others  in  their  50s,  let  stand  a  lower 
court’s  ruling  that  jet  plane  test  pilots  in  their  50s 
cannot  be  grounded  simply  because  of  their  age. 

While  the  decision  of  the  8th  U.S.  Circuit  Court  in 
the  case  of  McDonnell-Douglas  test.piliot  Phillip 
Houghton  involved  only  that  specific  job,  its  reason¬ 
ing  apparently  could  be  applied  to  all  high-risk  or 
demanding  occupations. 


Rhodesian  attack  kills  1,200 


SALISBURY,  Rhodesia  (AP)  —  Rhodesian  forces 
smashed  two  black  nationalist  bases  in  Mozambi¬ 
que,  killed  at  least  1,200  guerrillas  and  destroyed 
large  quantities  of  war  material,  the  government 
said  Monday. 

The  most  devastating  raids  Rhodesia  has  conduc¬ 
ted  across  the  border  came  as  Prime  Minister  Ian 
Smith  was  making  plans  to  meet  with  moderate 
black  leaders  in  his  country. 

The  military  command  said  ground  and  air  forces 
launched  the  five-day  operation  Wednesday  against 
the  guerrillas’  main  base  camp  in  Mozambiques’s 
northwestern  province  of  Tete.

One  Rhodesian  soldier  was  killed  and  eight  were 
wounded,  the  government  said.  The  raids,  the  fourth 
operation  into  Mozambique  officially  acknowledged

The  Arkansas  Democrat  had  announced  one  week 
ago  that  he  would  not  seek  office  again  when  his 
sixth  term  expired  Jan.  3,  1979.

Williamson:  As  with  any  public 
facility,  smoking  will  be  permitted 
within  certain  limited  places  and 
smokers  will  have  places  where  they 
can  purchase  cigarettes. 

Damage  caused  by  cigarettes  to  fur¬ 
niture  and  other  fixtures  and  facilities 
is  typically  very  expensive  to  resort  ow¬ 
ners.  It  is  therefore  typical  nationwide 
for  resorts  to  discourage  the  use  of 
cigarettes  to  the  extent  possible 
without  seriously  infringing  on  the 
rights  of  their  guests. 

Universe:  Will  you  be  open  on 
Simdays? 

Willliamson:  Yes.  Guests  from  out 
of  state  must  be  accommodated 
whenever  they  are  here.  We  cannot  tell 
them  that  they  have  to  spend  Sundays 
in  Nevada.  We  do  plan  a  significant 
curtailment  of  special  activities  on 
Sunday. 

Universe:  What  controls  has  the 
City  Commission  placed  on  the  pro¬ 
ject? 

Williamson:  The  controls  are 
sophisticated  and  extensive,  and  they 
should  reassure  those  people  who  seem 
to  think  that  the  project  is  going  to  spr¬ 
ing  up  in  some  wild,  unmanageable 
burst  of  supernatural  energy,  like 
Jack’s  beanstalk. 


Provo  has  zoned  the  project  “plan¬ 
ned.”  The  city  must  approve  every 
building  or  structure,  including  the 
working  drawings  and  the  way  in 
which  each  structure  will  be  used. 

We  have  control  over  some  things  — 
color  of  buildings,  for  example  —  but 
the  city  can  insist  that  we  add  more 
fire  escape  systems,  lower  the  height  of 
a  given  structure  — -  that  sort  of  thing. 

Universe:  What  controls  has  the 
Forest  Service  imposed? 

Williamson:  Its  control  is  even  more 
comprehensive  than  the  city’s.  'The 
Forest  Service  not  only  has  absolute 
control  over  the  working  drawings  and 
each  structure  to  be  built,  but  it  also 
has  the  power  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  the  Environmental  Impact  State¬ 
ment.  (The  feasibility  study  of  the 
development.) 

Furthermore,  it  will  be  involved  in 
the  long  term  in  project  management 
and  operation;  it  will  oversee  all  of  our 
activities  and  share  in  our  gross 
revenues  in  the  form  of  fees. 

Much  of  the  money  it  receives  will 
be  rebated  to  the  county  as  an  “in  leiu 
of  tax”  fee.

it  to  the  49ers  100-91  before  22,525  elated  fans  in  the 
Marriott  Center. 


BYU  Head  Coach  Frank  Arnold  was  more  than 
pleased  after  the  game  as  he  praised  the  Cougars  by 
saying,  “These  are  great  young  men.  I  love  them 
whether  they  win  or  lose.”  Loving  them  was  easy 
Monday  night  as  a  dwarfed  BYU  team  outreboun- 
ded  the  W est  Coast  power  bunch,  champions  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  Athletic  Association  the  past  eight 
years,  53  to  50.  “That’s  pretty  good  rebounding 
against  6-9,  6-10,  6-6  men  when  the  majority  of  the 
game  the  tallest  man  on  the  court  for  us  was  6-5,” 
said  Arnold.
